(Discovery of an O'd Law. 


Private Dalzell, of Ohio, in a com- 


munication to a friend in Pittsburg a 
few days ago, made a. statement that is 
not generally known. It is tv> the ef- 
fect that there is a law of Congress al- 
lowing soldiers who were captured and 
imprisoned while in line or duty, or 
their representatives, 29 cents a day 
while so confined. By the same law 
soldiers on furlough were entitled to 25 
cents a day and five cents a mile for 
transportation to and from the army. 
Widows and orphans of soldiers includ- 
ed in either or both of these classes are 
entitled to this money, which, on the 
average, amounts to §25 for each pen- 
sioner in America, The whole amount 
thus due to soldies or their representa- 
tives is $1^,000,000. In this commun- 
ication LIr. Dalzell says he made the 
discovery of the existence of such a law 
by accident. He wrote to Washington 
for his money and got it without ques- 
tion. Every other soldier or his repre- 
sentative can do this. He says: This is 
my New Year's gift to the Uuion Sol- 
diers of America. The statement was 
last Friday shown to a prominent attor- 
ney at Pittsburg familiar with the pen- 
sion law who said he had just made the 
same discovery. Very few know of the 
existence of such a law.—Ex.

Many (Business Failures. 


Following is R. G. Dun & Co.'s re- 


view of trade for the week ending Sat- 
urday, January 5: "The new year opens 
with no important change in business 
prospects. A hopeful feeling every- 
where prevails and at the same time the 
nature and extent of retarding influ- 
ences are uore clearly recognized. The , 
growth of manufacturing at many West- | 
ern points is a notable feature and es- 
pecially in the gas regions and at points 
in Northern Illinois and Iowa. 


"At many cities the record of bui'd- 


ing shows a surprising increase, especi- 
ally at the West, and in Philadelphia 
the buildings erected were 1,000 more 
than ia 1887. The present state ot 
trade is generally quiet, even more than 
is usual for the season, but the money 
markets, though usually well supplied, 
have a better demand at Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Milwaukee, Omaha 
and Sioux City, 


"The enormous output of iron still 


weakens the market and while the pro- 
duction last year is believed to have 
been 5,970,000 gross tons the deliveries 
of steel rails were probably 500,000 
tons less than in 1887 and about i,- 
100,000 tons less than the capacity of 
mills. 


"The annual statement of failures, 


showing that 10,679 firms, or a trifle 
more than one in each hundred, went 
into bankruptcy in 1888, is on the 
whole especially encouraging because 
the average of liabilities was only $7.1..- 
595 for the year and $10,758 for the 
last quarter. 
This indicates that a re- 


markably large proportion of the fail- 
ures reported was of concerns doing 
a small business. On the other hand, 
the number for the last quarter was 
about the largest on record, and there 
are other indications that the existing 
state of things operates powerfully to

Rur*dreds of Vagrants. 


From four to five hundred tramps 


have taken up their abode in the va- 
rious empty coke ovens between Pitts- 
burg and Johnstown. They are living 
on the fat of the land and the depreda- 
tiocs they commit are somewhat appall- 
ing. 
Their coke oven dwellings are 


provided with cooking stoves, beds, 
cots and mirrors, all stolen. They also 
sfeal all the food they consume. Chick- 
ens are served up to the hungry hordes 
every day. 
Regular foraging sqaads 


have been organized to visit the farm- 
ers after night for miles around and 
steal anything they can conveniently 
take away. The butter, eggs, chickens, 
hams, bread and other eatables procur- 
ed in this way are turned over to the 
different cooks in the various "roosts," 
as the ovens are termed, and the food 
prepared for the members of the gang. 


The local officers of the law are not 


numerically strong enough to raid them, 
and the tramps laugh to scorn the at- 
tempts to raid them. The owners of 
the coke ovens ha\e been requested fre- 
quently to drive the intruders away, but 
they refused to do so, through fear of 
destruction of their works. These gangs 
have frequently robbed Pennsylvania 
Railroad fieight cars, and the trainmen 
are careful to not leave any cars load- 
ed with merchandise remain on the 
side tracks in the vicinity of the 'roosts.' 
The sheriffs of Westmoreland, Cambria 
and Blair counties are now discussing 
a plan to rid their respective bailiwicks 
of these pests, and a general raid all 
along the line is contemplated.

Qiscovery of an Old Law. 


Private Dalzell, of Ohio, in a com- 
munication to a friend in Pittsburg a 
few days ago, made a statement that is 
not generally known. 
It is to the ef- 
fect that there is a law of Congress al- 
lowing soldiers who were captured and 
imprisoned while in line or duty, or 
their representatives, 29 cents a day 
while so confined. 
By the same law 
soldiers on furlough were entitled to 25 
cents a day and five cents a mile for 
transportation to and from the army. 
Widows and orphans of soldiers includ- 
ed in either or both of these classes are 
entitled to this money, which, on the 
average, amounts to ^25 for each pen- 
sioner in America. The whole amount 
thus due to soldies or their representa- 
tives is $14,000,000. In this commun- 
ication Mr. Dalzell says he made the 
discovery of the existence of such a law 
by accident. 
He wrote to Washington 
for his money and got it without ques- 
tion, 
Every other soldier or his repre- 
sentative can do this. He says; This is 
my New Year's gift to the Uuion Sol* 
diers of America. 
The statement was 
last Friday shown to a prominent attor- 
ney at Pittsburg familiar with the pen- 
sion law who said he had just made the 
same discovery. Very few know of the 
existence of such a law.—Ex.

G. Dun & Co.'s re- 
view of trade for the week ending Sat- 
urday, January 5: '»The new year opens 
with no important change in business 
prospects.

Slices of bread, no matter how stale^ 
make good toast, if held for an instant, 
over glowing coals. 
Pile them neatly 
on a plate and send to the table hot; o r 
dip each slice quickly in a di&h of boil- 
ing water to which has been added a. 
large lump of butter and a little salt. 
This is called water toast, and should 
be served in a heated, covered dish. 
If 
milk toast is preferred, pile these dippedi 
slices in a deep dish; boil a pint of 
milk, stir in a teaspoonfnl of 
corn- 
starch moistened with cold milk 
or- 
water, a large lump of butter and a lit- 
tle salt. 
Stir all together until it be- 
gins to thicken, then pour over thfr- 
toast.

bread are delicious, 
spread with butter and browned in a. 
quick oven, with a thin slice of cheese 
laid on each, and put back in the ovea, 
long enough to melt the cheese.

The Age of Sheep. 


The age of sheep may be known by 


examining the front te.th, Thfy are 
eight ia number, and appear during the 
first year; all are small in size. In the 
secoad year the two mMdieones fallout, 
and their place is supplied by two new 
teeth, which are easily distinguished, 
by being of a large si/.e. In the third 
year two other small teeth, one from 
each side, drop out, and are replaced by 
two larger oaes, so that there are now 
four large teeth ia the middle and four 
pointed ones on each side. In the fourth 
year the large teerh are six in number, 
and only two small ones remain, one at 
each end of the ranges. In the fifth year 
the remaining small teeth are lost and 
all the front teeth are large. In the sixth 
year all begin to be worn, and ia the 
seventh, sometimes sooner, some fall 
out. It will be seen by the above that 
there is no diriit ulty in telling the age of 
sheep, at ieast up to the seventh year.— 
Picayune.

An abundance of fresi water should be 
given, into which put a small lump of 
brimstone- Ample means of dusting in 
dry dust entirely free from any drop- 
pings should be placed in every pen. A 
small portion of powdered charcoal may 
be put into their moroiair feed of braa 
and middlings occasionally. If all these 
deta Is are observed and the general com- 
fort and happiness of the fowls is con- 
sidered, the period of moulting will be

To Reduce a. Horse's Sprain. 


Any severe sprain ot the back tendons 


in the legs of a horse is likely to pro- 
duce swellings or puffs near the joints. 
These swellings may become solid 
through coagulation of the water or 
lymph which they usually contain, or it 
may be absorbed aad rhe puffs disappear. 
If the puffs remain for any considerable 
time inflammation may follow, and the 
bone eventually become diseased, lead- 
ing to ulcerati&a and a stiif joint. Dr. 
Law. ia referring to this sub ect, 'says: 
"Simple wind galls, dropsical or from 
over-exertioti, may be made to disappear 
by persistent pressure with a bandage 
and pad applied at first two hoars twice 
a day, and tw. hours or more every day 
thereafter until they can be kept oa all 
the time. It may, however, require five 
or six weeks, and should be stopped if it 
causes iaS&mmatiou ia the sac." Another 
piaa is to draw off the liquid through 
the nozzle of a hypodermic syringe, aad 
apply a firm wet bandage. Recent puffs 
will sometimes disappear under stroag 
astringent lotions made of oak bark or 
alum. 
"Where there is sprain with 


much heat, and tenderness and tension, 
treat by giving rest, purgatives, and a 
high-heeled shoe, and fomentations or 
cooling astriageat lotioas, to be followed 
by blisters whea the tenderness subsides." 
It is cruel to drive a horse in that con- 
dition, aad if continued he will sooa be 
ruined aud the affected joiat become stiff 
aad useless.—Seta Yvrk Sun.. 


To Prevent SL Cow Suefcin^ H erself 


Probably one of the best devices for 


preveating a cow from sucking herself. 
or at least one that proves most effective 
with the least trouble, is the followiag: 
Have a strong wooden collar fitted to the 
Beck of the culprit just back of her 
horns. This should be made of crooked 
white ash or some other stroag Tariety 
of wood,and should be padded so as no*t 
to chafe the neck, and care must be ex- 
ercised to have it so adjusted that the 
animal caa feed at pasture without dan- 
ger of getting choked. Bore four holes 
ia each side of the collar with a ^-iacn. 
bit or augur, aad set the augur so that 
whea the collar is adjusted these holes 
point toward the shoalder of the cow. 
They should also be bored at a SUET ^ient 
outward aagle to prevent the sticks or 
spokes from touching the cow unless she 
attempts to put her"mouth to her teats. 
Get some stroag, short spokes or sticks 
a trifle more thaa an inch ia diameter, 
and from fifteen to tweaty-four iaches 
ia length. 
Insert these in the ho IPS 


bored in the collar, and have them point 
toward the cow's hips. The proper 
length for the sticks caa be obtained 
by experimenting a little. 
The collar 


can be fasteaed to the base of the bora 
by means of straps, if necessary, to pre- 
vent it slipping too far down toward the 
shoulders. It should be so arranged 
that when adjusted the prongs will pre- 
vent the cow from reaching"her teats. 
A little ingenuity oa the part of the per- 
soa attempting the experiment is all that 
is required. The oraament caa be re- 
moved when the cow is tied to staunca- 
ioas.—American, Cu tita'or.

Cora 
should be excluded from the diet of a1! 
Asiatic breeds, especially Braamas. bulky 
food beiag substituted. If che fowls 
have free ran.^e, they caa obtaia for 
themselves such things as thoy require: 
if kept is confinement, green food rau*t 
be given them. It is useless to gi>e 
them a quaatity of unchopped weeds, 
but with a large pair of shears (if aoth- 
ing more coav-enje.it is at hand) the 
weeds can be clipped iato small pieces, 
and the heas wii! devour them eajjerly. 
The small potatoes from freshly dug hiiis 
cia also be givea them. Staiks of com 
aad the clippings from the lawa mower 
may be givea ia moderation; too much 
wili cause diarrhea. In shortj any greea 
stuff which is accessible, will be far bet- 
ter feed for them than grain, to say noth- 
ing cf the ecoaomy of it, Doa't lameat 
if they stop layiag during the period; 
the substance which would otherwise 


Hos: Cholera. 


The fact that hog cholera from a small 


beginning thirty years ago has extended 
into every State of the t_ nion, aad that 
it is aot only highly contagious but al- 
most uniformly Tatal when once seated, 
seemingly defying medicine, renders all 
information oa the subject highly iater- 
estiag. Froai ths report of the L'nited 
States Commissioner of Agriculture it is 
known that for a number of years the 
Bureau of Animal industry has couduct-.d 
a scientific iavestigatioa iato the nature 
of the aiore important diseases of ani- 
mals. Since the investigation began the 
ideas of the medical profession have been 
revolutionized and a new science has 
been built up. and it is claimed that the 
work done by this Bureau has been equal 
in scientific accuracy to that done ia any 
part of the world. 


More attention has been paid to hog 


cholera than, to any other disease because 
of the heavy annual losses it occasions. 
These investigations show that there are 
two distinct diseases which are popularly 
called hog cholera. The germs of the 
diseases have been so isolated aai stud- 
ied, and it is now known under what 
conditions they can exist and multiply 
outside of the animal, and how they caa 
be destroyed ia such situations. This is 
a long step ia advance, and makes the 
knowledge of these malaches equal to 
that which has been acquired with the 
best studied disea;es of people. It is 
admitted that ao medicine has beea dis- 
covered that will act as a specific and 
cure the plague, but the same is true of 
the contagious diseases of mankind. Th e 
value of «.he work lies ia the methods of 
preveatioa it suggests and makes possi- 
ble, rather thaa ia any methods ol 
treatment. 


It has been found that lime is a most 


eScieat disinfectant, aad that by its uss 
ia very limited quaarities the contagion 
may be destroyed in water, ia orgaaic 
accumulations aad in the soil. Other 
methods of preveation, including- inocu- 


: latioa and various proposed forms of 
treatmeat have been tested without 


; satisfactory results. 


As showing the high perceatage of 


mortality in this disease, without aay 
attempt at prevention or cure, it is stated 
that in aa outbreak of hog cholera near 
the city of Washington there were on 
October 28, 1SST, 119 swine, chieny 
young pigs, weighiag from 50 to 100 
pouads, aad mostly purchased at the city 
markets. At the same time twenty other 
barrow pigs were purchased. Within 
two weeks these begaa to die, and soon 
after the others took sick, dyiag at the 
rate of three tu four a day. la less thaa 
\hree weeks oaly (57 remained out of the 
119. 
At the ead of the year only about 


a dozea were alive of the eatireherd. 
Out of the 139 aaimals aot less thaa 100 
perished ia the brief space of twomoaths. 
As no disiafectioa was resorted to and 
no isolation of the healthy attempted, 
it is difficult to say what number could 
have beea saved.—Sew Y&rk World.

A ItRt P r o o f Bin for Grain. 


A rat-proof bin for grain may be made 
M follows: Lay two by six pieces on the 
granary floor crosswise of the bin so as 
to leave a snace under for cata to run. 
Build the bin siv inches from the wall 
and of one and a half inck hemlock 
plank tongue and grooved. 
Paint the 
tongue with paint made of paris green 
and drive the planks closely tojiother. 
At the corners, outside, nail strips of tin 
on each tide. 
Make a close fitting cover 
and nail strips of tin around the edge of 
the bin, close to the cover. 
No mice or 
rats will trouble a bin of this kind, and 
if a well fed male cat, 
emasculated, is 
kept in the granary no mouse will bo 
seen in it.—New Yoik Tiineu 


The Ajr© of Sheep. 


The age of sheep may bo known by 
examining the front to th. 
Th^y are 
eight in number, and appear during the 
first year; all are small in size. 
In the 
second yefirthe two middle ones fallout, 
and their place is supplied by two new 
teeth, which are easily distinguished, 
by being of a large si/c. 
In the third 
year two other small teeth, one from 
each side, drop out, and are replaced by 
two larger ones, 
so that there are now 
four large teeth in tlio middle and four 
pointed ones on each side, in the fourth 
year the large teeth are six in number, 
and only two small ones remain, one at 
each end of the ranges. In the fifth year 
the remaining small teeth are lost and 
all the front teeth are large. In the sixth 
year all begin to be worn, and in the 
seventh, 
sometimes sooner, 
some fall 
out. 
It will be seen by the above that 
there is no diiiii ulty in telling the age of 
sheep, at least up to the seventh year.— 
Pkayune.

Ample means of dusting in 
dry dust entirely free from any drop- 
pings should be placed in every pen, A 
small portion of powdered charcoal may 
be put into their morning feed of bran 
and middlings occasionally. If all these 
deta Is are observed and the general com- 
fort and happiness of the fowls is con- 
sidered. the peviod of moulting will be 
' much

To R e d u c e a Horde's Sprain. 


Any severe sprain ot the back tendons 
in the legs of a horse is likely to pro- 
duce swellings or puffs near the joints. 
These 
swellings 
may 
become 
solid 
through coagulation of the water 
or 
lymph which they usually contain, or it 
may be absorbed and the pulTs disappear. 
If the puffs remain for any considerable 
time infiammation may follow, and the 
bone eventually become diseased, lead- 
ing to ulceration and a stiif joint. 
Dr. 
Law, in referring to this sub ect, says: 
*'8iraple wind galls, dropsical or from 
over-exertion, may be made to disappear 
by persistent pressure with a bandage 
' and pad applied at first two hours twice 
j a day, and two hours or more every day 
thereafter until they can be kept on all 
the time. 
It may, however, require five 
or six weeks, and should be stopped if it 
causes infiammiition in the sac." Another 
plan is to draw oil the liquid through 
the nozzle of a hypodermic syringe, and 
apply a firm wet bandage, 
hecent pulls 
will sometimes disappear under strong 
astringent lotions made of oak bark or 
alum. 
"Where 
there is sprain with 
much heat, and tenaerness and tension, 
treat by giving rest, purgatives, and a 
high-heeled shoe, and fomentations or 
cooling astringent lotions, to be followed 
by blisters when the tenderness subsides." 
It is cruel to drive a horse in that con- 
dition, and if continued he will soon be 
ruined aud the affected joint become still 
and useless. —Neu) York iSmu 


To Prevent a Cow Suckln<r H e r s e l f 


Probably one of the best devices for 
preventing a cow from sucking herself, 
or at least one that proves most effective 
with the least trouble, is the following: 
Have a strong wooden collar fitted to the 
neck of the culprit just back of her 
horns. 
This should be made of crooked 
white ash or some other strong variety 
of wood,and should be padded so as not 
to chafe the neck, and care must be ex- 
ercised to have it so adjusted that the 
animal can feed at pasture without dan- 
ger of getting choked. 
Bore four holes 
in each side of the collar with a 3-inch 
bit or augur, and set the augur so that 
when the collar is adjusted these holes 
point toward the shoulder of the cow. 
They should also be bored at a sufiieient 
outward angle to prevent the sticks or 
spokes from touching the cow unless she 
attempts to put her mouth to her teats. 
Gat some strong, short spokes or sticks 
a triile more than an inch in diameter, 
and from fifteen to twenty-four inches 
in length. 
Insert the.se in the holes 
bored in the collar, and have them point 
toward the cow's hips. 
The 
pri»per 
length for the sticks can be obtained 
by experimenting a little. 
The collar 
can be fastened to the base of the horn 
by means of straps, if necessary, to pre- 
vent it slipping too far down toward the 
shoulders. 
It should be so 
arranged 
that when adjusted the )rongs will pre- 
vent the cow from reaciing her teats, 
A little ingenuity on the part of the per- 
son attempting the experiment is all that 
is required. 
The ornament can be re 
moved when the cow is tied to staunch- 
ions.—American (Ju Uxator. 


Moultlnic of Fowl«, 


The moulting season is upon us, and 
If care and attention be given to hens 
now, especially pure-bred ones, the time 
may bo materially shortened aud 
the 
beauty of the )Iumage enhanced. 
Corn 
should be exc uded from the diet of all 
Asiatic breeds, especially Brahmas, bulky 
food being substituted. 
If die Jowls 
have frtft range, they can obtain for 
themselves such things as they require; 
if kept in confinement, green food must 
be given thezn. 
It i« useless to give 
them a quantity of unchopped weeds, 
but with a large pair of shears (if noth* 
ing more convenieat is at hand; the 
weeds can be clipped into small pieces, 
and the hens will devour them eagerly. 
The small potatoes from freshly dug hills 
cin aLo bo given them, 
btaiks of corn 
and the clippings from the lawn mower 
may be given in moderation; too much 
will cause diarrhea. 
In short, any green 
stuff which is accessible, will be far bet- 
ter feed for them than grain, to say noth- 
ing of the economy of it. 
Don't lament 
if they stop laying during the period; 
the substance which would 
otherwise 


H o c Cholera. 
The fact that hog cholera from a small 
beginning thirty years ago has extended 
into every State of the c nion, and that 
it is not only highly contagious but al- 
most uniformly fatal when once seated, 
seemingly defying medicine, renders all 
information on the subject highly inter- 
esting, 
From tha report of the United 
States Commissioner of Agriculture it is 
known that for a number of years the 
Bureau of Animal Industry has conducted 
: a scientific investigation into the nature 
of the more important diseases of ani- 
mals. 
Since the iuvestigatiou begiUi the 
ideas of the medic il profession have been 
revolutionized and a new science has 
been built up, and it is claimed that the 
work done by this Bureau has been equal 
in scientific accuracy to that done in any 
part of the world. 


More attention has been paid to hog 
cholera than to any other disease because 
of the heavy annual losses it occasions. 
These investigations show that there are 
I two distinct diseases which arc popularly 
called hog cholera. 
The germs of the 
diseases have been so isolated an l stud- 
ied, and it is now known under what 
conditions they can exist aud multiply 
outside of the animal, and how they can 
be destroyed in such situations. 
This is 
a long step in advance, and makes the 
knowledge of these maladies equal to 
that which has been acquired with the 
best studied diseases of people. 
It is 
admitted that no medicinc has been dis- 
covered that will act as a specific and 
cure the plague, but the same is true of 
the contagious diseases of manivind. The 
value of the work lies in the methods of 
prevention it suggests and makes possi- 
)le, rather than in any methods ol 
treatment. 


It has been found that lime is a most 
efficient disinfectant, and that by its use 
in very limited quantities the contagion 
may be destroyed in water, in organic 
accumulations and in the soil. 
Other 
methods of prevention, including inocu- 
lation aud various proposed forms of 
treatment have been 
tested 
without 
satisfactory results. 


As showing the high percentage of 
mortality in this disease, without any 
attempt at prevention or cure, it is stated 
that in an outbreak of hog cholera near 
the city of Washington theje were on 
October 3H, l«8r, 111) swine, 
chiefiy 
young pigs, weighing from 50 to 100 
pounds, and mostly purchased at the city 
markets. 
At the same time twenty other 
barrow pigs were purchased. 
Within 
two weeks t h o e began to die, and soon 
after the others took sick, dying at the 
rate of three to four a day. 
In less than 
ihrce weeks only 07 remained out of the 
IIU. 
At the end of the year only about 
a dozen were alive of the entire herd. 
Out of the liSi) animals not less than 100 
perished in the brief space of two months. 
As no disinfection was resorted to and 
no isolation of the healthy attempted, 
it is difiScult to say what number could 
have been saved.—New York World.

A Syndicate of Thieves. 


John Reeves, a detective of Cleveland, 
Ohio, effected nine arrests about Al- 
toona Monday that develop the exist- 
(cnce of a syndicate organized for the 
•systematic robbery of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 
At a preliminary 
lieanng before Judge Rose Monday af- 
ternoon testi mony was given which 
^hows that the peculations will reach 
.almost $100,000. 
Moses Singerman, 
•of Cleveland, a junk dealer, was the 
.the leader of the syndicate, and direct- 
icd all its operations. 
His agents were 
located in Pittsburg, Altoona, Harris- 
burg and Philadelphia, and they ship- 
ped the brass and bronze goods stolen 
from the shops and cars of the compa- 
pany to him at a regulation rate of 
. seven cents a pound, 
The sub-agents 
.in Altoona were David Beam and Hen- 
.ry Walters, and they had organized 
and educated thirty boys to operate in 
the extensive yards of the company at 
Altoona. 


The boys were paid three cents a 
pound, and they got away with as much 
.as a thousand ix)unds a day. 
After the 
brass was seized it was wrapped in rags 
and packed in barrels and bales and 
.consigned to Singerman. 
All this has 
' been going on over a year until Reeves 
caaie across one of these consignments 
' in a Cleveland freight house ^nd inves- 
•t¡gated and discovered the plot. 
It 
was Singerman's custom to dispose ot 
ihe brass at twenty-two cents a pound, 
and has become quite wealthy in the 
business. 


It was disclosed at the hearing Mon- 
day by Charles Kelley, a boy who has 
turned States evidence, that the brass 
was knocked off freight cars and Jed to 
extensive wrecks, from which the com- 
pany has suffered during the past year 
as at no other time in its history. En- 
tire passenger tiains were dismantled 
iind the thelts were carried on before 
the eyes of the employes in Altoona, so 
expert had the boys become under the 
teachings of Walters and Beam. Sim- 
ultaneous arrests were made Tuesday 
in Harrisburg, Pntsburg and Cleveland.

According to a medical contemporary, 


Dr. Gouvernenr L-, Smith, of jSTew York, 
has just given some interesting and 
startling facts in regard to pneumonia. 
Dr. Smith points out that the disease ia 
becoming worse every year, increasing 
rathing than decreasing, both ia the 
number of cases and the percentage of 
mortality. The statistics of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital shows that the mor- 
tality from pneumonia there advanced 
from 6} per cent, in 1847to ISi per cent, 
in 1867, and :J1 per cent, in 1886. Simi- 
larly, in the Xew York Hospital the 
ratio of mortality from- this disease is 
more than doub1' -what it -was in 1878.

Tho raise of Domesticated Animals. 


Tho pulse in all animals varies some- 
what even when in full health and at 
rest. 
A full stomach mny increase the 
number of beats and so will high tem- 
perature, but, as a rule, we must say that 
the pulse of a healthy horse when at rest 
should range between thirty-six 
and 
forty-six—about forty beats may be con- 
sidered normal. 
In the ox and cow 
about forty to forty-five, but after a full 
meal it may increase ten beats or even 
more without indicating disease. 
In 
sheep, goats, and pigs tho pulse is from 
seventy to eiglity beats, and in the dog 
eighty to one hundred. 
The pulse may 
be felt wherever a large artery crosses a 
bone, and in the horte it is generally ex- 
amined on the cord which crosses over 
tho bone of the lower jaw in front of its 
curved position, or on the bone ridge 
over the eye. 
A rapid, hard, and full 
pulse is an indication of high fever or 
inflammation. 
An irregular pulse indi- 
cates heart disease.—iVtx^ York ¿Suiu

Dr. Gouvorneur L. fcJmith, of Now York, 
has just given some interesting and 
startling facts in regard to pneumonia. 
Dr. iSmith points out that the disease is 
becoming worse every year, increasing 
rathing 
than decreasing, both in 
the 
number of cases and the percentage oi 
mortality. 
The statistics of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital shows that the mor- 
tality from pneumonia there advanced 
from 
per cent, iu lS47to 18 J per cent, 
in 1807, and ai per cent, in 1h80. 
bimi- 
larly, in the New York Hospital the 
ratio of mortality from this disease is 
more than double what it was in 1878. 
Thirty or forty years ago it was regarded 
as serious, t u t it did not excite anything 
like the alarm it does to-day. 
Dr. 
bmith is rather inclined to believe that 
tho medical art, instead of progressing 
in its treatment of pneumonia, has actu- 
ally gone back; and holds that the old 
methods of treating tho disousc at th« 
time it was less deadly to have been 
abandoned for methods more finical but 
less ellicacious. 
The first requisite, he 
insists, is a "superabundance of jjureair 
about the patient. 
In pneumonia th« 
breathing apparatus only partially per- 
forms its functions, for the diseased 
t 
)arts of the lun^s are substantially use- 
ess. 
*The working portion must per- 
form the work of two lungs for a week 
or ten days in order to maintain the 
blood in a proper condition to sustain 
life;' and, therefore, 'the patient re- 
quires purer air and vastly more than one 
in sound health' 'Pure air as a remedial 
agent in the management of pneumonia 
and other disorders, both acute and 
chronic, has ever been a more potent 
ally of therapeutics than any panacea

Probably forty deaths out of a hun- 


dred are caused by impure air. The 
chief source of impurity is carbonic 
acid gas, a deadly poison. Breathing 
the air converts its oxygen into this 
gas, •which J*> I .eavier than the air and 
settles toward the floor of occupied 
rooms, and is found in wells and base- 
ments -where poisonous vapors find 
lodgment, for which reason, and be- 
cause they are damp, basements are 
•unfit for occupancy. 


The atmosphere of rooms is made 


impure by the breath, by exhalations 
from, the Body, by stoves, lamps and 
candles. One lamp consumes as much 
oxygen as ten persons, and should 
never be kept- burning through the 
night in sleeping-rooms if it can be 
avoided. There is no safety but 1a[ 
thorough, ventilation. It is secured by 
an open fireplace, grate or Franklin 
stove, with a large hole in the chimnev 
near the ceiling. A long window, open 
at the top and bottom, or an open door, 
is often necessary in summer to secure 
sufficient ventilation. Booms heated 
by close stoves or hot-air registers 
always require artificial ventilation. 


Look to your cellars! Decaying 


vegetable matter is more poisonous 
than decaying animal matter. 


Wheat and other cereals, ripe fruits 


in their season, and our common gar- 
den vegetables are admirably adapted 
to human wants. Meat is more suit- 
able to winter than summer; broiling 
is much better than frying; mutton 
and fowl better than pork; infinite 
dyspepsia comes from eating too fast, 
too often and too much. 


Pure water is essential to health- 


Diphtheria, dysentery, typhoid fever, 
cholera, are very often caused by dis- 
ease germs in drinking water. Wells, 
should be at least one hundred feet 
from manure heaps, t'L3 terminus of 
kitchen drains and every deposit of 
foul matter. Bain water, properly fil- 
tered, is the best- drinking water.

Proper 


exercise involves the use of every organ 
pi the body. Organs not regularly ex- 
ercised become incapable of performing 
their functions. Horseback riding is 
the best exercise. Girls, as well as 
boys, should be turned out to hop. skip 
and jump, play ball, and give free play 
to all their members without the re- 
straint of tight-fitting garments. The 
dress aboufe the ribs should allow the 
whole chesfc to expand. 
The corset 


crowds nearly all the internal organs 
out of their place; the muscles of the 
back, deprived of their natural use. 
weaken for want of exercise; the spine 
without support yields to the weight of 
the upper part of the body, and is per- 
manently curved. Short sleeves, low- 
necked dresses, thin stockings, thin 
shoes, aggravate the mischief, aSticting 
the sisterhood with manifold infirm- 
ities. 


Excessive heat and excessive cold 


should be avoided; they are very dam- 
aging. Exposure of a part of the body 
to cold disturbs the equilibrium of the 
vascular and nervous system. It is 
very bad to have the wind strike you 
through the crevice of a door, or any 
hole or crack. Exercise in the cold 
strengthens the mucles. Changing 
dress from thick to thin, from long to 
short: changing boots for shoes; even 
cutting the hair or beard, is often fol- 
lowed by serious consequences. Don't 
sleep in tmderclothes worn during the 
day. 
Wash the whole body, or use a 


nesh brush, every day; exercise at 
least three hours in the open air each 
day.

SaniHâry of If ealtli Points. 


Probably forty deaths out of a bun- 
dred are caused by inaptiro air. 
The 
chief Bouroo of impurity is oarbnnio 
acid gas, a deadly poison* 
Breathing 
the air converts its oxygen into this 
gaa, which is Leavier than the air and 
settles toward the floor of occupied 
rooms, and is found in wells and base- 
ments where poisonous vapors find 
lodgment, for which reason, and be- 
cause thoy are damp, basements aro 
unlit for occiipanoy. 


The atmosphere of rooms is made 
impure by the breath, by exhalations 
from the ttody, by stoves, lamps and 
candles. 
One lamp consumes as much 
oxygen as ten persons, and 
should 
never be kept burning through tho 
night in sleeping-rooms if it can be 
avoided. There is no safety but ini' 
thorough ventilation. 
It is secured by 
an open fireplace, grate or Franklin 
stove, with a large hole in the chimney 
near the ceiling. A long window, open 
at the top and bottom, or an open door, 
is often necessary in summer to secure 
sufïicient ventilation, 
liooms 
heated 
by close stoves or hot-air registers 
always require artificial ventilation. 


Look to your cellars! 
Decaying 
vegetable matter is more 
poisonous 
than decaying animal matter. 


Wheat and other cereals, ripe fruits 
in their season, and our common gar- 
den vegetables are admirably adapted 
to human wants. Meat is more suit- 
able to winter than summer; broilingj 
is much better than frying; mutton 
and fowl better than pork; infinite 
dyspepsia comes from eating too fast, 
too often and too much. 


Pure water is essential to health. 
Piphtheria, dysentery, typhoid fever, 
cholera, are very often caused by dis- 
ease germs in drinking water, 
Welle^ 
should be at least one hundred feet 
from manure heaps, the terminus of 
kitchen drains and every deposit of 
foul matter. 
Bain water, properly fil- 
tei*ed, is the best drinking water. 


Light is a necessity ; without it people 
become scrofulous, rickety, consump- 
tive, and sink into premature decrepi-» 
tude. 
Patients on tho sunny side o, 
the hospital recover soonest. Veilf^ 
and window curtains would better bq 
omitted. Light is a good disinfectant. 
Men may work in a malarious district 
dttring the àay and escape harm, il 
they will stay elsewhere during the 
pight, 
: Exercise is indispensable. 
Proper 
¡exercise involves the use of every organ 
pf the body. 
Organs not regularly ex- 
ercised become incapable of performing 
their functions. Horseback riding is 
the best exercise. 
Girls, as well as 
"boys, should bo turned out to hop, skip 
and jump, play ball, and give free play 
to all their members without tho re- 
straint of tight-fitting garments. 
The 
dress about the ribs should allow the 
whole chest to expand. 
The corset 
crowds nearly all the internal organs 
out of their place; the muscles of the 
back, deprived of their natural use, 
weaken for want of exercise ; the spine 
without support vields to the weight of 
the upper part of the body, and is per- 
manently curved. 
Short sleeves, low- 
necked dresses, thin stockings, thin 
shoes, aggravate the mischief, afflicting 
the sisterhood with manifold infirm- 
ities. 


Excessive heat and excessive cold 
should be avoided ; they are very dam- 
aging. 
Exposure of a part of the body 
to cold disturbs the equilibrium of the 
vascular and nervous system. It is 
very bad to have the -wind strike you 
through the crevice of a door, or any 
hole or crack. Exercise in the cold 
strengthens 
the mucles. 
Changing 
di'ess from thick to thin, from long to 
short; changing boots for shoes; even 
putting tho hair or board, is often fol- 
lowed by serious consequences. 
Don't 
sleep in underclothes M^orn during tho 
day. 
Wash the whole bod}^ or use a 
flesh brush, every day; exercise at 
least three hours in the open air each 
day. Don't ovcrAvork ; don*t worry. 
Conform to the divine conditions, and 
your days will be long and happy on 
this earth,—New York
